TEL AVIV. ~ The Tagum Rubber 
industries, fn Herzliya, is now in- 
stalling machinery valued xt 
1L2.5m. in order to step up pruduc- 
tion of rubber gloves from four 
millfon pairs a year to seven million 
pairs. 

This wus nnnounced recently by 
Mr. Len Shorkend, managing direc- 
tor of the plant which employs 90 
people and which !s also suffering

workers."

Half of the 
present production is now being ex- 
ported tu these countries, and the 
remaining two uilllion sold locally to 
the medical profession,

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Industry is not doing 
enough to face up 
to Mart challenge

The treaty with the Common 
Market, which came into force this 
month, will apply tremendous 
pressures to large sections of 
Jersel's industry — and may bring 
disaxter to some. ὃ 

‘The Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dumry is trying to get this polnt un- 
derstood, with the aid of a series of 
commiti¢es involving all sectors, 
manufacturers, trade unionists, 
merchants, Government officials 
and university economists. The cen- 
tral committee, under Dr. Moshe 
Mandelbaum, the Ministry's 
director-genera!, was appointed two 
manths ago — and it has sprouted 11 
sub-committees, each representing 
the different interests concerned. 

The danger lies in the long grace 
period before protective tariffs fall 
to zero. Efforts are belng concen- 
trated in the meantime on minor 
topica, lke training, productivity 
schemes, clearing-houses for infor- 
mation, publicity, But the big issues 
— those which involve painful 
decisions — may be left aside until it 
is too late. 

A prominent industrialist pointed 
out, in a conversation with The 
Jerusalem Post, that many enter- 
prises are the wrong size and in the 
wrong place. A factory in the city 
may want to close down a depart- 
ment, cramped in old premises, and 
re-open it in a new area, where there 
is room to expand, 

The workers in the ΟἿΣ will not 
permit the closure of the department 
— nor can it be re-opened in the new 
site anyway, because no spare 
labour is available there, he says. 

The Government adopted a plan, 
expressed in the National Budget for 
1975, to reduce employment in in- 
dustries that serve the domestic 
market, to shake out surplus man- 
power for the long-heralded export 
drive. 

But the so-called ‘‘frictional un- 
employment,” scheduled as a rise in 
the number of jobless from 35,000 in 
1974 to 58,000 this year, has not 
happened. 


The Histadrut ig busy fighting the 
wage squeeze. This refusal to ¢com- 
promise living standards would 
itself cause unemployment, were it 
not that the Treasury, fearful of 
causing personal hardship, is pum- 
Ping money into the economy. Its 
deficit financing has topped IL800m. 
during the first quarter of the pre- 
sent financial year. The danger (in- 
dustrialists conclude) is that the 
siatus quo wil] remain impregnable 
and unchanged. 


The first modification of tariffs on 
imports from the Common Market is 
due on July 1, 1977, though the cut at 
that time will be only 5 per cent. It 
will take only 14 years before tariffs 
are dismantled altogether. But 
pressures are going to be felt 
already In 1980, Uzi Nedivi, in charge 
of foreign trade at the Ministry, ex- 


pects, 

By 1977, the import liberalization 
programme should have brought all 
tariffs in Israe! to a standard 20 per 
cent per doliar of added value. The 
exchange-rate used as an objective 
is 11.8.10 to the dollar — so the effec- 
tive exchange-rate for Imports in 
mid-1977 when the free-trade treaty 
with the EEC is about to make its 
first dent in Israel's tariff wall) 
should be 11.3.16 per dollar. 


It is thought in official circles that 
any company whose production 
costs are between [2.10 and IL14 per 
dollar must in the circumstances be 
@eemed “problematic.” If they do 
not reorganize seriously in time, 
they will find themselves undercut in 
the local market by cheaper im- 
ports, against which tariff protection 
‘will not only be non-existent, but also 
illegal. Companies whose costs are 
over IL14 to the dollar are con- 
sidered a lost cause. 

The view unofficially expressed is 
that 40 per cent of Israel's industry is 
“sensitive."" This means that a large 
minority of the enterprises in this 
country are not ready to compete 
without some major adjustments. 
They cannot, in other words, rest on 
their oars. If they do, they will be 
overtaken by events, experts warn.

People can see different forms of 
art in galleries which sell art objects 
according to the public's demand, 
each gallery following its own taste 
and that of its customers. Galleries 
are commerical enterprises and are 
free to adopt a policy which is not 
always guided by strict artistic 
values, but rather by personal, sen- 
timental or commerical con- 
siderations. 

One institution that has the obliga- 
tion to ignore secondary con- 
siderations and to be guided only by 
the strictest critical and selective 
criteria, is the Israel Museum, which 
must serve as an example to us all. 

The task of the Museum is éwofold: 
on the one hand, it must follow, 


abroad, and it follows carefully im- 
portant artistic developments in 
Israel. The Museum put on first ex- 
hibitions of Israeli artists which are 
aleady considered classic, such as 
the Migdel David artists, Reuven 
Rubin, Mordechai Levanon, Yosef 
Zaritsky, Anna Ticho, etc. On the.

THE YUGOSLAY villages of Usdin 
and Kovacica hive hecome provincial 
centres for the ereation of naive paln- 
tings.

The core of this second volume 
Is Islam's attitude to Jews and 
Judaism, a subject which in re- 
cent decades has given rise to 
much controversy sinee the 
followers of both faiths contracted 
the modern European rash of 
nationaliam. Pollakov follows in 
the path of the great Orientalists 
— mostly Jewish and In many 
cases as well versed in Judaism 
as they were in Islam — such as 
Goldziher, Erwin Rosenthal, 
Shlomo Dov Goltein and Salo W. 
Baron in atressing Islam's liberal 
attitude to Jews and Judaism.

THIS WAS SILVER-LINING 
week; but there may in each case 
be a difference of opinion aa to 
what Ja the cloud and what its Hin- 
ing. 

There is no doubt that, In the 
first place, Prime Minister Rabin 
spoke both convincingly and even 
reassuringly, We need, he says, & 
cool and balanced response to 
Egyptian President Sadat's 
latest attempt to ἵνα up to Dr, 
Klasinger’s warnings. Rabin’s 
critics, in particular, should be 
with him when he inviles the op- 
position, in the coming debate, to 
put forward a viable alternative 
policy rather than slmply blame 
the government for all current dif- 
ficulties. 

When Yoram Aridor (Likud) 
rose to proclaim that we muat not 
on any account yield to Sadat's 
threats, the Prime Minister at the 
eabinct tnbic istened and smiled 
with mild patience. The smile 
might have been annoying to the 
speaker, for it suggested clearly 
that Mr. Rabin is aware of the 
natural response to threat, ul- 
timatum and the breach of 
agreements. He would just like a 
Practical suggestion from 
somebody on what to do about the 
Americans. 

For Rabin, the Sadat state- 
ment was certainly a thunder- 
cloud making another interim 
agreement much more dif: 
ficult to achleve and less useful 
afterwards. For aAridor, and 
others, the Sadat threat was not 
unwelcome, as one more good 
reason to pressure the govern- 
ment not to withdraw in Sinai. The 
allver Hning, in fact. 

In general, our prime ministers 
are reluctant to agree to debate at 
the prompting of the opposition. 
Either there is a brief answer and 
request to the Knesset to vote 
down the proposal, or the opposi- 
tlon motion is pre-empted by a 
government statement. This time 
Rabin seemed quite willing to hold 
8. debate — almost as though he 
hoped something useful might, for 
once, emerge — although he 
Pointed out that he has deult with 
eight forelgn affairs motions or 
debates since March, and Foreign 
Minister Allon with another two.

EVERYBODY KNOWS by now, 
more or lesa, that Yehoshua 
Peretz, flrebrand head of the 
Ashdod port workers, felt inaulted 
last week when a border 
policeman, in accordance with his 
orders, asked him to identify 
himself at the entrance to the 
port. When Peretz, who has been 
interviewed so often and at such 
length on TV, was outraged, the 
policeman may or may not have 
answered ‘‘and I don’t care, 
elther."" 

“80 you don't know who Peretz 
is? I'll show you. I'll close the 
port.” He whistled up his minions 
and within two minutes a dozen 
tractors and other heavy vehicles 
obstructed all three port gates. 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Méshel intervened and by after- 
noon the port was open again. 
‘Our Idi Amin,'' wrote one of the 
papers. Where is the silver lining 
in that? Obviously that even the 
port workers thought he had gone 
too far this time and apologized, 
and that Peretz may be foreed 
to be less dictatorial, or to lose 
support. 

Jacques Amir (Labour), a 
fellow Moroccan but, more impor- 
tant, a fellow union man, 
presented a motion for debate that 
caused members to call out, 
“What are you proposing?”

Earlier In the week, Likud 
speakers had pointed fingers ac- 
cuslngly at cabinet ministers and 
others who had charged the 
government excessive legal fees 
and otherwise taken advantage of 
high positions. We should point at 
those in high places who take ad- 
vantage, and Yehoshua Peretz's 
position is prominent enough to 
stand a little finger-pointing.

the other, primarily tocally-made 
items. The difference between 
them could be compared to tho 
‘ difference betweon a Cadillac and 
a Ford. ; 

The firm “ΝΟΥ Imports han- 
dicraft materials of the Cadllae 
elass from England, Scandinavia 
and Garmany,. It carrics 
internalionally-known brand- 
nanies, and rather high price 
tags. The other firm is “Empisal” 
-- the distributors of Brothor sew- 
ing and knitting machines, It sells 
handicraft materiala made main- 
ly In Isract, except for the 
Gobelln-type canveses, which 
come from France. Tts pricea are 
lower then Noyli‘s, but the quality 
may bo somewhat less elite. 

There are two reasons why rug- 
waking may appeal to you. One Is 
ta get an exclusive, hand-made 
carpet cheaper than you could buy 
it. The other is for the sheer 
antisfaction of doing {t yourself, 
Rug-hooking in very relaxing, not 
hard to learn, and you can even 
work at it while watching televi- 
sion, which appeals to me as 1 
hate to sit with idle hands. “(I 
generally prefer radio for this 
reason.) 

While watching "Catherine the 
Great" recently, k made inroads 
into my first rug-hooking venture 
— a cushion cover of the shaggy 
'"Rya rug" type. I gat the 
materials from the main, fifth- 
floor office-and-salesroom of

THE ORIGINAL Rya rugs — the 
Scandinavian name is well known 
abroad — ware made with a nee- 
dle, but the common practice 
nowadays is to usc a carpet hook 
which knots the wool almost ef- 
tortlossly. In my experience, a 
few minutes’ instrdction ja suf- 
ficlent for the beginuer, 

Noyli gets its Rya materials 
from the British firm, Forscll of 
Letcester, which calls Its moth- 
proofed pure woo) "Ryagarm.” 
The cheapest and simplest 
boginner item [8 a cushion cover, 
40X40 cm. The canvas with pre 
printed design, Inatruction chart, 
and packets of pre-cut wool will 
cost you TL&d. You atill need cloth 
for the back, and some sort of stuf- 
fing. You can make a jumbo floor 
cushion tor IL.240. 

On cushions or carpets, you can 
cut the cost by nearly 30 per cent If 
you are willing to buy the yarn in

“hangs" and spend time cutting it 
Into lengths yourself. | 

Rugs for aor or wall can be 
made In various sizes and in 
different thicknesses of pile, from 
six to 10 cm. Obviously, the 
thicker the pile, the more expen- 
alive the rug. The thickest Rya rug 
from Noyli materials can run you 
into IL900 a square metre if you 
use the pre-cut wool and a pre- 
printed canvas. This makes It ex- 
actly as expensive as a custom: 
made, multi-coloured ‘'paodte” 
type Maskit carpet of the same 
size. At home, you could reduce 
the cost by nearly a third by cut- 
ἘΠΕ your own wool and even more 
if you are talented enough to make 
your own design. 

If you make a carpet half the 
thickness, your average cost per 
aquare metre will be 1500 from 
Noyli's pre-cut British yarns, 

Noy! offera a second type of do- 
It-yourscif carpet — Paton rugs 
from England, which are made 
with a brand of wool called 
“Turkey'’ wool. These have a 
thicker, shorter pile (seven cm.), 
and the patterns are more 
traditional, including floral and 
Perslan-looking ones. Paton rugs 
through ΝΟΥ} will run about IL550 
per square metre, with the canvas 
and pre-cut yarns. 

If you prefer needlework, ΝΟΥ] 


has quite a lot to offer In wool em- 
broidery, mostly using the 
English "Anchor" brand tapestry 
wool. For neadlework, Noyli's 
offerings are more modernistic 
and sophisticated than what {a 
generally sold in Israel as 
Gobelin-type tapestry. These, 
from various importers, are 
generally reproductions of old 
paintings, and range from kitsch 
to ultra-kiisch. 

Outaide of Tel Aviv, Noyil Im- 
port materials can be found in 
Haifa at Salon Versailles, 114, 
Rehov Moriah; in Ramat Gan at 
Yisracl Rubin, 29, Bialik; in 
Rehovot at Chen Furniture, 208, 
Herzl; In Petah Tikva at Eshet 
Hayil, 4, Ichilov; in Givatayim at 
Talila Shaiev, 16 Ben Zion 
Yisracll; and in Eflat at Hotel 
Eilat. 


AT ONLY one piace did I succeed 
In finding Rya-length rug woot of 
local manufacture --- at Korn, 32 
Rehov Allenby, Tel Aviv. The 
shop aells a variety of knitting, 
crocheting, rug-making and om- 
broidery cquipment. It also 
sells short-cut Korn rug wool for 
short-pile carpets. 

I found a very plensant at- 
mosphere at one of the many Em- 
pisa) showrooms — 1 happened to 
pick the one at 62, Rehoy King 
George, Tot Aviv, and there are 
others here and throughout the 
country. Empisal admits openly 
that it alms at a “popular” rather 
than a "quality"' market. It deals 
mainly in local materials, even if 
‘“tmported ones are probably 
better," to quote the manager of 
the firm's sales division, Jonathan 
Gordon, a former South African. 

Mr. Gordon himself has dabbl- 
ed In rug-hooking, and said he got 
very good results by taking three 
colours of woo} and hooking them 
at random into an abstract 
pattern, He used Emplzal's short- 
cut (7em.) wool yarn, manufac- 
tured by one of several factories, 
but sold under the Empisal label. 

To overcome the problem of 
differing colour batches in local 
wool, Mr. Gordon recommends 
that customers take several balls 


more than they expect to need. He 
says that Empisal shops will take 
back leftover balls as much as a 
year or two later, and give credit 
In return. 

Empisal has also introduced 
Gasy-payment terms for large 
Purchases — such as the 
materials for a big rug, which 
might come to close to IL400 a 
square metre using local wool and 
canvases. Emplsal has a sizable 
range of patterns to choose from, 
both modern and traditional. 

Empisal also markets kits for 
making Acrilan rugs, under the 
“Taemer Hahasida'’ factory 
label, These work out cheaper 
than the wool rugs. While they 
might not be as durable, they are 
washable at home and hence more 
suitable for children's rooms, 
bathrooms, ete. The designs and 
colours are cheerful, if perhaps 
not as sophisticated as Noyli’s im- 
porta. ᾿ 

There {a also ἃ largo rango of 
embroldery canvases available at 
Empisal shops. These run from 
amall, simple Bambi designs at 
IL3.75 for schoolgirls to om- 
broider in the summer holidays to 
elaborate imported-from-France 
Gobclin-types, such as “Judg- 
ment of Solomon" for ILi86. 
There are also aome '‘Paragon” 
necdlecraft designs on 
“homespun” from the U.S. 

Most of the needlework kits, 
however, are made up locally, and 
marked Empi-Art Kits of Bmpisal 
Artistic Handicrafts. The selec- 
tlon is impressive, and the quality 
level remains ἃ matter of per- 
sonal judgment, As an example of 
prices, Gobelin-style ‘'Tsemer 
Hahasida" cushion-cover kits sell 
for IL50.50. 

Empisal shops have 
demonstrators on the premises, 
who will teach basic handicraft 
skills “even to people with two left 
hands." If the King George shop 
in Te] Aviv 18 any indication, it ia 
done courteously and pleasantly. 
If you are English-speaking and 
go there, be sure to ask for 
“Esther” to help you. Tell her I 
sent you,

opposed to, Zionism, although ad- 
mittedly for entirely different 
reasons — that the rebirth of the 
Jewish State must be the result of 
the Messiah's coming, and that 
the new Yishuv was not religious.) 

Tn an address to hia colleagues 
in 1897, Wise said that “all this 
agitation of ‘Friends of Zion’ and 
Herzl on the other side of the 
ocean concerns us very little. We 
are perfectly ‘satisfled with our 
political and social position. It can 
make no difference to us in what 
form our fellow eltizens worship 
God or what particular apot of the 
earth's surface we occupy. We 
want freedom, equality, justice 
and equity to reign and govern the 


. community In which we live. Thia 


we possess In such a fullness that 
no State whatever could tmprove 
on it... American Judaiam,"' he 
concluded, must ‘declare official- 
ly the American standpoint in this 
unploasant cptsode of our 
history,” 7 

The anti-Zionist line reached its 
height when HUC's fourth presl- 
dent, Kaufmann Kohler, forced 
out four professors who taught 
thelr Zionist convictions in the 
classroom. ὁ 

The pro-Zionist policy of the 
Jewish Institute of Religion, 
which Rabbi Stephon 8. Wise (no 
relation to Isaac Mayer) founded 
in 1822 and which joined with HUC 
in 1950, eventually became the 
dominant college-line. The JIR 
waa intended to be "Hberal in 
spirit, wherein Its teachers and 
students are not committed to any 
special interpretation of Judaism, 
and wherein the different Inter- 
pretations... and constructions... 
will be expounded in courses 
given by men representing these 
different points of view." Stephen 
Wise's drive as a social reformer 
and Zionist made an indelible 
stamp on the college. 


SINCE the Reform movement 
became a rebellion against 
Orthodox ritual, HUC's studenta 
of different backgrounds and per- 
sonalities disagreed over how 
much tradition to observe, In 1885, 
the radical Pittsburgh Platform, 
which reflected all but the moral 
Jawa of Judaism and maintained 
“only such ceremonies 88 elevate 
and sanctify our Iives,"' was domi- 
nant. ‘We hold that all such 
Mosaic and rabbinical laws as 
regulate diet, priestly purity and 
dress originated in ages and under 
the influence of ideas entirely 


forelgn to our present mental and’ 


spiritual state,"’ the 
declared. 

But there waa always a 
minority of traditionalists. At the 
college's first ordination banquet, 
two rabbis rose from their seats, 
scandallzed by the first course — 
shrimp cocktail. The American 
Jewish Archives centennial 
documentary on'HUC recalls the 
incident; i ; 

‘Apparently the Jewish caterer 
thought that kosher food meant 
only the exclusion of pork 
products; sca food were so good 
that they had to be kosher, *(J.M.) 
Wise himself observed the 
Biblical laws of kashrut, but made 
an exception for oysters, which he 
sald wore legally permissible."

The document affirmed ‘'the 
obligation of all Jewry to aid in the 
upbuilding (of Palestine) as a 
Jewish homeland," and stressed 
that ‘‘Judalam as a way of life re- 
quires, in addition to its moral and 
spiritual demands, the preserva- 
tion of the Sabbath, festivals and 
holy days, the retention and 
development of such customs, 
symbols and ceremonies aa 
possess inspirational value..." 


HUC-JIR grew rapidly under the 
leadership of the dashing 
archaeologist, Nelson Glueck, In 
1968, primarily as a result of his 
efforts, a Jerusalem campus with 
a biblical and archaeological 
school waa establiahed on King 
David Stroet. Seven years later, 
all HUC rabbinical students were 
required to spond thelr first year 
in Isracl. 

Although the 780 Reform con- 
gregationas around the world 
(including 720 in the U.S, and a 
dozen in Israel) support the plat- 
form of thelr movement, each one 
is permitted to decide for Itself 
what traditlons It will observe. As 
a result, the cathedral-like at: 
mosphere of New York's Temple 
Emanuel! is a world apart from 
the smaller, more intimate con- 
grogationa that are sprouting up 
in America and in Jarael, 

Nearly 1,500 rabbis have 
received ordination from ΗΟ, 
JIR aince its foundation, and hun 
dreds of students have received 
degrees from the schools of 
sacred music, education and 
Judaic studies, Jewish communal 
service and archaeology. 

Prof. Gottschalk, who himself 
studied modern Hebrew 
literature, says that about half of 
the student body today consider 
themselves “‘traditionalists,"' 

“The students are generally 
more traditional than their 
teachers,” he asserts. While he 
himself does not touch pork and 
prays ‘‘when I feel a need, which 

is often,’ he drives to the syn- 
agogue on Shabbat, eats seafood, 
and milk and meat together, and 
fasts only on Yom Kippur. He has 
pushed for a revision of the 
Reform prayer book that would 
open on the right, like a Hebrew 
book, but many HUC students 
would like to see even more tradi- 
tion in the schoo! and movement. 
Prof, Gottschalk does not 
foresee the eventua! union of the 
1.2 million-member Conservative 
movement and the one million- 
member Reform movement, 
“even though we cooperate on 
many fasues, including support 
τ Israel and social action in the

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THE RIDDLE OF GIVAT HAMIVTAR 


Could the remains found in a 2,000-year-old ossuary on Jerusalem's Givat Hamivtar be those of the last Hasmonean King? Most 
scholars have concluded that they are not, but the suggestion has fired the imagination of the public. SYLVIA MANN discusses it, ἑ 


A MAROM CALLED AMSTERDAM 


PROMINENTLY DISPLAYED at 
the Israel Museum's current 10th 
anniversary exhibition is a 
beautifully carved ossuary and a 
rock-painied inacription in old 
Hebrew characters, both found in 
the same tomb in Jerusalem's 
Givat. Hamivtar. These objects 
are already widely known to the 

_ public from Yigal Loasin's atrik- 
{ng tetevision presentation of last 
Hanukka in whieh a panel of 
world-renéwned personalities dis- 
cussed the riddle of this pare and 
its controvorslal contenia. 

The group reviewed the dis- 
covery on Givat Hamivtar — a 
hillock cast of Jerusalem between 
Ramat Eshkol and the French Hill 
— of a rock-hown tomb af the late 
Second Temple period. Such finds 
wore -- and still are — made fre- 
quently, for the whole area, from 
the Kidron Valley te Sanhedria, 
was then a vast necropolis, but the 
presence of a cryptic inscription 
and ἀπ extremely ornate oasuary 
gave this scpulchre ἃ special 
significance, 

Waa this the final reating-place 
of young Mattathias Antigonus, 
last king of the Hasmonean dynas- 
ty — the tall, handsome and brave 
descendant of Mattathlas of 

- Mod!‘in? Was il the elaborate 
memoflat to some high-born con- 
temporary personage? Or was it 
simply the grave of an unknown 
man executed by the Romans and 
buried with his father and his In- 
tant son? te : 


TO BEGIN at the beginning, in | 


November 1970, while digging the 
foundations for a house [ὰ Sheshet 
Hayamim Street, a burial tomb 
was unearthed. Archacologiat 
Vasilios Tsatiris, of the Gavern- 
ment Department of Antiquitles, 
waa called in and reported that 
the complex hollowed out of the 
soft, white chalkstona consisted of 
a forecourt (partially damaged by 
the bulldozer), from which a 1.5

Reported in the “Quarterly” of

He κοῦ up the panel and 
prepared extellent photographs 
and sketched, and in his produo- 
tion tended (o atress the posstbill- 
ty that this Was Indeed the grave 
of Mattathids Antigonus — even to 
the extent of editing out certain 
statements made by members of 
the panel. Yet evon despite this 
understandable bias, enough 
evidence remains, however cir- 
cumstantlal, to provide food for 
thought to Iaraelis cager to rein- 
force historic links with thelr {i- 
luatrtous forefathers. 


WITHOUT GOING into too much 
detall, let us glance at the 
evidence, First we must find out a 
ttle about Mattathias Antigonus 
himself. Grandson of Alexander 
Yanna! (himself a grandson of 
Judah the Maccabce), his father 
was the ill-fated Aristobolus II, 
who reigned from 67 to 63 BCE. In 


| 48 BCH Aristobolus was ousted by 


his brother, Hyrcanus II, who was 
backed by Roman general 
Pompey, and was brought to 
Rome with his family, including 
Mallathtas Antigonus. 

Six years later, Aristobolus and 
Antigonus escaped and re- 
established themselves in Judea 
in the fortresses of Sartaba, Hyr- 
eanla and Machaerus around the 
Dead Sea. Their efforts failed, and 
Aristobolus was again carried off 
to Rome where, in 48 BCE, he was 
polsoned by Pompey’s followers 
and, according to Josephus 
Flavius’ "The Antiquities of the 
Jews" (Book 14, chapter 7), ‘his 
dead body lay... embatmed In 
honey, till Antony sent {t to Judea, 
and eaused him to be buried in the 


‘royal sepulchre." :

Haas reported the age of the child 
as around three years; that of the.

22, would have been only four 
when he was Aristobolus’ lieute- 
nant during the revolt of 56 BCE 
and minus three when he was 
banished to Rome with his family 
in 63 BCH! 

Other strange detalls are the 
traces of sait on the bones of the 
younger man. Was it, perhaps, 
Possible that the corpse was 
proserved in order to bring it back 
to Judea Ilke the body of 
Aristobolus? That nails were 
found fita in with the crucifixion, 
but why -were the handa and feet 
cut off? Dio Cassius says that An- 
tigonus was "bound to a cross," 
while Dr. Haas, in an article on 
other crucified remains from 
Givat Hamivter, published in the 
“Israel Exploration Journal" of 
1970 (vol. 20, parts I-II), states 
that “postmortem amputation of 
the fect was found, imposed by the 
pecullar attachment of the nail to 
the wood.” . 

What of the extraordinary in- 
scription? Written nearly 2,000 
years ago, it holds within its seven 
linea ἃ host of mysterles. Who was 
Abbah of priestly lineage, 
persecuted and exiled to Babylon? 
Although some hold the wording 
of the text to show Samaritan in- 
fluence, that Abbah was born in 
Jerusalem reinforces the opinion 
that he actually was a Jewish 
priest. ᾿ 


WHO WAS Mattathias ben Yehud 
whose bones he brought from 
Babylon to “‘bury.in a cave which I 
bought by deed" — in other words,

Basing their opifions partly on 
colina of the Hasmonean period, 
the majority of experts think this 
is most unlikely. TAS 
Why was the transfer of the 
bones so Important to Abbah that 
he risked disobeying the biblical 
injunction that priests should not 
be contaminated by the dead? 
Why was he ready to run the even 
greater risk of antagonizing the 
Herodlan ruling house by perform- 
ing this secret burial for one of 
its bitterest enemies? Incidental- 
ly, the decapitation of the skeleton 
waa made by a sharp Instrument, 
not ἃ blunt ona, and {t is ἰπ- 
teresting to note that about the 
time of Antigonus’ executlon, the 
Romans replaced the hatchet with 
the sword in carrying out the 
death penalty.
